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Ohio’s liquor control laws contain special
provisions designed to permit nonprofit
organizations to obtain temporary liguor
permits fosell or serve aleoholic beverages at
special events. There are several different
classes of femporary permits available,
however, the most widely utilized are the *F”
and “F-2" permits.

This brochure is intended asa helpful guide to
understanding the laws and rulespertaining to
temporary permits. For more complete
nformation regarding temporary permits sce
{hio Revised Code sections 4303.20 through

303.206.

& A permitis required if agualified organization
intends to provide beer, wine or spiritous
Higuor either for sak by the drink or throtgh

the use of an entrance fee, cover charge, efe.

B No permit is required if an individoal or
organization intends to provide beer, wing or
spirituous liquor al a private Tunction where
acressis restricted to invited guests only, such
as a wedding reception for which no
admission fee is charged or any alcoholic
beverages sold.

B Anynonprofitorganization with 10 or more
mernbers may quakify for most temporary per-
mits. Examples are charitable organizations,
laborunions and fraternal, educational, cultural
and social groups. A permitmay be issued

foruseat agsocial, recreational, charitable, fra-
ternal, political, patriotic or athletic function.

NO temporary permit can be issued for the
profit or gain of a private individual or to a
Tor-profit organization.

8 An F permitallows the holder to sell beertor
a period of no longer than five days. The
application, including the 540 fee, must be filed

30 days before the date of the function. Only

two F permits may be issucd for any organt-
zation in a 30-dav period. See ORC

B An F-2 permit allows o nonprofil organiza-
tion (o sell beer, wine and/or spirituous liquor
by the drink until 1:00 a.m. for no longerthan
oo days inan ared that has been voted wet
through local option for beer, wine and
spirituous fiquor. The application, inchwding the
$1350 fee ($1601T filed jointly witd:a 33, D-4
orD-3 permitholder), mustbe fited 30 days
before the date of the function. Only two F-2
perrnits may beissued for any organization i
a calendar year. (Ses ORC 430!

¥ Beer must be purchased from g wholesale
brewer or distributor. An F {beer only}
permit holder cannot purchise beer from a
refail outlet.

# An B2 permit holder must purchase all
alcoholic beverages from a wholesale outlet.
D-3, D-4 or D-3 permit holders muay serve



alcoholic beverages for an B-2 permit holder
Suchan application mustbe filed jointly by the
organization and the D-3, 13-4 or D-3 permit
hiolder, along withilie $160fee. Alldochments
mustinciude both names. H the eventistobe
held on the premises of the D permitholder,
an affidavie muost be submitted from the D
permitholderstating thatthe I3 permit privi-
lezes willnot be utilized during the F-2 event.

F or F-2 applicants must notify the Chiefl
Peace Officersf the political subdliviston of the
date, time, place and duration of theevent. In
addition, these applicints must submit a form
signed by the real property owner(s) where
the event is to be held giving consent to the
sale of alcoholic beverages at the special
function.

Eachapplication for an For F-2 permit must
include a description, including a drawing of
the area where alcoholic beverages will be
consumed. (This is necessary because of the
1982 open container law making itilegalto
drink any kind of alcoholic beverage in a
public place). Forexample, an organization
holding a picpic in & park must sabmit a
drawing of the specific location in the park
where liguor will be served and/or consumed,
and the type of barriers (e.g. fence, rope, ete.)
that will separate the designated permit pre-
mises from other areas.

HOURS: Holdersof ¥ and F-Z permits
must cease salesby 1am.

POSTING: A liquor permit must be posied
in # conspicuous place on the premises.

REMEMBER: Alcoholic beverages may
not be served at an event untit the proper
permit has been issued by the Division of
Liguor Control.

No person shall sell beer or inloxicating
liguor to an underage person, or buy beeror
mtoxicating liquor for. or furnish it o, an
underage person.

Permit holders must note that itz a violation
of Ohio liguor Taw for atcoholic beverage
products to be donated o a temporary
permit holder unless the donation of the
product tsexpresshy permitted by faw,

SERVING: Temporary liquor penmit
holders cannot sell or serve an unlimited
nwmiber of drinks for a one-time admission
charge. (See OAC4301: 1-1-50),
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
